Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments presented by Applicant are not 
persuasive. The Double Patenting rejection cannot be overcome with the intention to file a terminal disclaimer. Since no Terminal 
Disclaimer has been filed the rejection stands. The claim interpretations are based on the broadest interpretation reasonable. As such, 
the whole reference to different positions is given the interpretation of correlating surface images with internal images in order to accuraty 
treat. In order to correlate internal with external features inherently their respective positions must be at the same position. In other 
words, in order to correlate the"first "external features with respective internal features, there must be a correlation with the "first" 
internal features. As the patient moves different correlations occur to track the accurate position of the patient. Just because Cosman 
does not refer to "first", "second" etc positions that does not defeat the inherency of correlations of internal with external features at 
different positions. Therefore, the arguments presented are not persuasive. 
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
